of abotrt -90 helmeted police- 
f men. 

Several of the demonstra- 
tos wore' death miutks and 
shrouds. There were no ar- 
rests. A ^Uceman said the 
death tn a aks violated a Gecu^i 
gia law against wearing masks 
in pUbUc. . •

because we want to create no 
commotion with a bunch of ar- 
rests while the Vice President 
is here,” he said. 

Agnew received a tumuh 
tuous reception inside the 
Civic Center. Jaycees stood on 
chairs and waved signs which 
said, “Keep the Veep,.” and 
“Agnew in 72 ” 

^Agnew was substituting for 
President Nixon, who was 
forced to. cancel his scheduled 
address to the convention. 
About 18,000 Jaycees and their 
wives are attending the con- 
vention.
